WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell declared today that the 
“FBI letter” that Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
produced at the Army-McCarthy 
hearing Tuesday made “unau- 
thorized use” of confidential ma- 
terial from a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation report. 

Brownell said that neither the 
FBI report on security risks at 
Fort Mommouth, NJ., nor the 
McCarthy document should be 
made public, because both con- 
tain confidential information and 
it would be “contrary to the pub- 
lic interest” to publish them. 

He added that a check with 
the FBI shows the FBI never 
authorized the release of any of 
the information, except to two 
generals who received the origi- 
nal FBI memorandum Jan, 26, 
1951. 

Brownell’s statement brought 
a stormy protest from McCarthy. 

He asked that Brownell be 
summoned to a closed commit- 
tee session to be questioned 
about his ruling. The Senator 
insisted that if the names were 
deleted from his two and one- 
fourth-page paper, it in no way 
would involve security informa- 
tion but “‘may be embarrassing 
to those in charge of security in 
the military.” 

But Acting Chairman Karl E. 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, told 
McCarthy: “The Chair is in no 
position to overrule the Attor- 
new General.” 

And, Mundt declared, the 
committee would not question 
Brownell about his ruling.

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EXPORT SALE 


360,000,000. Pounds Put on Market at 
World Prices of 42 to 47 Cents, 
Depending on Grade. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department to- 
day offered to sell its stock of 
360,000,000 pounds of surplus 
butter for export at world mar- 
ket prices. 

Officials: said world market 

prices presently range from 
about 42 to 47 cents a pound, 
wholesale, depending upon areas, 
grades and transportation costs. 
Heretofore, the department 
asked about 60.5 cents a pound 
for its butter, bought under a 
dairy price support program. 
. Under the new rule foreign 
buyers will be able to get sur- 
plus butter below prices which 
domestic distributors are asked 
to pay. Up to now, the depart- 
ment has held its export price 
at the same level offered to do- 
mestic users. 

Earlier in the week, Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson disclosed 
that negotiations were being 
carried on for possible sale of 
40,000,000 pounds to an export- 
er who reported he could sell 
that amount to Britain at world 
prices. 


The department placed no 
limitation on destination of the 
butter. Officials said the de- 
partment would sell to ex- 
porters for shipment to Russia 
and other Iron Curtain coun- 
tries, but that it would be the 


responsibility of such exporters 
to obtain the necessary export 
licenses from the Commerce 
Department. 

Several months ago the Com- 
merce Department turned down 
such a license for export of' 
butter and vegetable oils to Rus- 
sia, contending that American 
consumers should get a chance 
to buy the surplus at reduced 
prices before Iron Curtain 
eacenge ses. 

Thus, the Commerce Depart- 
ment may be called upon again 
to make a decision on the point. 


The Agriculture Department 
said that in weighing: export 
offers it would reject any that 
would underbid world prices 
and put this country in a posi- 
tion of export dumping. 

Today's action placed the 
United States in competition 
with such major butter export- 
ing countries as Australia, New 
Zealand, Denmark and The 
Netherlands. 


Benson's export move came on 
the heels of his report to Con- 
gress that he had been unable 
to develop an effective plan for 
moving “the surplus butter into 
domestic consuming channels at 
reduced prices.

Another witness, representing 
the Bar Association of the City 
of New York, argued that the 
Attorney General should be re- 
quired first to get an order from 
a United States judge. 

Navy Capt. Stephen E. Jones, 
of the Office of Naval Intelli- 
gence, saying he had been desig- 
nated to speak for the Depart- 
ment of Defense, maintained 
that vesting the authority in 
federal judges “would not pro- 
vide the speed of operations 
necessary” and would not “af- 
ford the security essential to in- 
vestigations in these categories” 
(of national security). 

Theodore Pearson, chairman 
of the Blew York City Bar’s com- 
mittee on federal legislation, 
testified that extreme speed is 
not paramount because “good 
wiretaps cannot be arranged in 
a short time.” Answering the 
point that secrets might leak 
because going to a judge would 
involve several persons, he said 
that. only the judge needs to 
know of the wiretap plan. 

The subcommittee is headed 
by Senator Alexander Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. The only 
other member present today 
was Senator Herman Welker 
(Rep.), Idaho. Welker indicated 
by his questions that he favors 
“the Attorney General ap- 
proach.”

what he is proposing to nego- 
tiate.” 

The Daily Mail (Conservative) 
said public opinion in the two 
countries “can hardly be blamed 
for its bewilderment now.” 

“Policy, at least in Washing- 
ton, seems to have been at the 
mercy of every prevailing cur- 
rent of sentiment.” 


‘Split’ Is Denied. 

The Daily Express (Independ.- 
ent) called it “simply mischieve 
ous to say a split now exists. 

“A plan to intervene in the 
Indochina war was never cleare 
ly defined,” the Express de- 
clared. “Nor was it probable 
that the American Congress, let 
alone Britain, would indorse it.” 

United States Administration 
officials have virtually ruled out 
any direct American ihterven- 
tion in Indochiga unless Britain 
agrees to join as part of a coali- 
tion to protect Southeast Asia 
against Red conquest. Britain 
served notice it opposed such an 
alliance in advance of the In- 
dochina negotiations with the 
Communists at Geneva.

Churchill Dodges Comment. 

Prime Minister Churchill re- 
fused in the House of Commons 
today to be drawn into an argu- 
ment gn the British-American 
differences.

“I hope that when a state- 
ment is made on our relations 
with the United States it will 
cover not only divergencies on 
points of policy, but also these 
great factors of unity without 
which our survival would be en- 
pdangered, and theirs possibly 
endangered too,” Churchill said. 

Clement Attlee, leader of the 
Labor party opposition, jumped 
to insist that “a little clarifica- 
tion may make for better under. 
Standing and not for mischief- 
making.”

“He did not,” Stevens an- 
swered. 

Request on Zwicker Affair.

“T will not under any circum- 
stances reveal the source of any 
information which I get as chair- 
man of the committee,” McCar- 
thy said when asked to tell all 
he knew about the “letter.” 


“One of the reasons why I 
have been successful, I believe, 
in some extent, in exposing Com- 
munism is because the people 
who give me information from 
within the Government know 
that their confidence will not be 
violated, It will not be violated 
today.” 

McCarthy then went on to 
testify that the “letter” was giv- 
en to him about a year ago by 
an Army intelligence officer 
who, he said, was “deeply dis- 
turbed because even though 
there were repeated reports 
from the FBI” indicating espio- 
nage in secret radar laboratories 
“nothing was being done.” 

McCarthy called the document 
“a completely accurate resume 
of all of the inrormation in that 
FBI report,” although he said 
the officer had been careful “not 
to include any security informa- 
tion.” 

Mundt and Jenkins joined in 
ruling that McCarthy, as 
member of an_ investigating 
body, was justified in keeping 
the source of his information 
to himself. 

Welch took a stab at trying to 
draw out the name of the Sena- 
tor’s informant, reminding Mc- 
Carthy that he had promised 
when sworn to tell “the whole 
truth.” 

“Tell us who delivered the 
document to you,” Welch de- 
manded. 

“The answer,” McCarthy told 
him, “is no. You will not get 
that information.” 

“Fifth Amendment Notion?” 


Reminding McCarthy of his 
Oath to tell “the whole truth,” 
Welch asked: 

“When you took it, did you 
have some mental reservation, 
some Fifth or Sixth Amend- 
ment notion that you could 
measure what you would tell?” 
Welch demanded. 

“I don’t take the Fifth or 
Sixth Amendment,” McCarthy 
replied. 

How the document presented 
to McCarthy ever got in the 
form of a letter from Hoover 
never was established, but Mc- 
Carthy maintained its “authen- 
ticity has been established.”

26, 1951, referred to by Mr. 
(Robert A.) Collier (subcommit- 
tee attorney) as a two and a 
quarter page document, and a 
15-page document of the same 
date? 

McCarthy: Right. 

Jenkins: That letter 
handed to me by you? 

McCarthy: That is correct. 

Jenkins: I ask you to tell this 
committee all of your knowledge 
with respect to the letter, par- 
‘ticularly where you obtained 
possession of it. 

McCarthy: First let me 
make it very clear that I will 
not under any circumstances 
reveal the source of any in- 
formation which I get as chair- 
man of the committee. One of 
the reasons why I have been 
successful, I believe, to some 
extent, in exposing Commu- 
nism is because the people 
who give me information from 
within the Government know 
their confidence will not be 
violated. It will not be violat- 
ed today. ... That is the rule

Our informant, whoever he 
was, was very careful not to 
include any security informa- 
tion.

(McCarthy then testified there 
were similar reports from the 
FBI on 13 other occasions be- 
tween Sept. 15, 1950, and April 
21, 1953, according to informa- 
tion he received.) 

Jenkins: You did not get the 
document from the FBI? 

McCarthy: I did not. 

Jenkins: I did not intend to 
ask you the name of the indi- 
vidual who gave you that docu- 
ment, but as I understand it, 
that document was delivered to 
you by someone from the Army? 

McCarthy: Yes. ... An officer 
in the intelligence department 
early last spring, roughly a year 
ago. 

Q. When it was delivered to 
you, were you then advised it 
Was not an exact copy of the 15- 
page document in the files of | 
the intelligence department, but 
a condensation of it? 

A. No, I was not. 

Q. What information did he 
give you with respect to the 
document? 

A. I got the impression that 
this was the document that was 
circulated as a result of an FBI 
report. 

Q. When did you learn of the 
existence of the 15-page docu- 
ment testified to by Mr. Collier? 

A. About 11:30 last night, Mr. 
Cohn called me and told me 
he had heard that this was 
merely a summary of a docu- 
ment. I/ told him to contact you 
and also to send a wire to Mr. 
Stevens asking him to produce 
the balance of the material. 

Q. Mr. Cohn did contact me 
last night. At the time the 
document was handed to me 
yesterday, you did not know of 
the existence of a 15-page docu- 
ment in the intelligence files of 
the Army?

ness told the Missouri Public 
Sfrvice Commission yesterday 
afternoon. 


Hearings in the controversial 
case were resumed today. Dr. 
Carl A. Bays cf Urbana, Ill. a 
consulting geologist, testified 
yesterday under croSs-examina- 
tion by opponents that 
as exploration is concerned, I 
think all the tests that can be 
made up to this time have been 
made.” 

The witness said he believed 
the rock formations under the 
proposed 600-acre storage area, 
near Florissant, be a 
“sound, effective for 
the underground storage of gas.” 

Questioned on Cost. 

Bays was questioned at some 
length concerning cost of the 
storage plan by David F. Cros- 
sen of St. Louis, counsel for the 
Sentinel Oil Co., an opponent of 
the project. 

Preliminary estimates have 
placed the cost at about $5.- 
500,000 and Laclede officials 
have indicated preliminary ex- 
pénditures so far total about 
$826,000. $ 
“Bavs conceded practically all 
of the work contemplated in the 
storage project would have to be 
finished before the final test of 
injection of gas into the reser- 
voir, to determine if it would 
work. He expressed confidence 
the plan was feasible and would 
be successful.

project and installation of 
mains. compressors and other 
facilities, if the commission 


grants the pending application 
of Laclede, would require prob- 
ably seven or eight months, 
Bavs said. 

Bays was asked if he agreed 
with testimony of an earlier 
Laclede witness that the sub- 
surface storage project would 
b@ an economic and desirable 
one even if it cost $20,000,000 to 
$30.000.000 instead of the esti- 
mated $5,500,000.

Storage for Reserve. 

The plan. calling for storage 
of billions cf cubic feet of nat- 
ural gas under heavy pressure, 
in strata 1500 or more feet 
below the earth's surface, would 
enable Laclede to build up a 
natural gas reserve during the 
warm months, from its pipe line 
supplier, that would be avail- 
able for use in winter months. | 

Company officials have testt- 
ied the storage plan would per- 
mit Laclede to furnish house 
heating service to an additional 
25.000 customers in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county, now on the 
waiting list for such service. The 
company now has about 345,000 
customers. , 

Douglas Ball of Washington, 
D. C., geologist consultant for 
Laclede, who testified in a re- 
cent hearing, again declared 
under cross-examination yester- 
day that the storage area select- 
ed, called the Lange area, would

One bet in Washington on the McCarthy-vs.- 
the Army investigation has now been decided. 
This was the wager that the demagogue from 
Wisconsin would never take the witness chair 
and answer questions under oath. 

He has done so—on one point only in the 
dispute—and he obviously did not like the hot 
seat for he squirmed and hesitated and mum- 
bled so that he had to be told to speak up. 

There cannot be the slightest doubt that Jo- 
seph R. McCarthy would have preferred to have 
the hearings stalled along and then called off 
without giving sworn testimany himself. There 
cannot be the slightest doubt because the Re- 
publican who attacks President Eisenhower's 
Department of the Army has fought off testify- 
ing too many times before. 

He refused to appear before a Senate sub- 
committee when his own colleagues wanted to

He declined less than a month ago to repeat 
outside senatorial immunity his serious charges 
against the integrity of Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Hensel when Mr. Hensel announced 
publicly that if the Senator would so oblige, Mr.

Carthy a suit that he could not drop.”

And why has Senator McCarthy dodged all 
these opportunities to be sworn and to take 
the witness chair? Because he has never wanted 
to do what he finally forced himself to do in 
the Senate hearing room Wednesday afternoon. 

For, the McCarthy espionage apparatus with- 
in the Eisenhower executive departments was 
revealed in much if not all of its despicability. 

First, he reported that he possessed a private, 
confidential communication from FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover to Maj. Gen. Bolling about Fort 
Monmouth. 

Second, what he had was proved to be not a 
true copy of what he said it was. 

Third, he had it essentially personally; that 
is, he had never called it to the attention of 
other members of the subcommittee although 
he had it for about a year. 

Fourth, he had it, so he said, from an officer 
within the Army but he refused to say under 
oath from whom. 

Fifth, he tried to justify his own possession 
of secret FBI-Army security information by at- 
tempting to implicate other Senators in his prac- 
tice, only to be told off hotly in bluntest terms 
by Senator McClellan of Arkansas.

What all this showed was that the inquisitor 
who has demanded that others tell all they 
know would not himself tell all he knew; as 
Army Counsel Welch adroitly brought out. 

It showed that the bullyragging examiner who 
has insisted that Secretary Stevens must re- 
member, could not himself remember or pre- 
ferred sometimes to say that he did not. 

It showed that the denouncer of the Fifth 
Amendment who demands Yes or No answers 
would balk at a Yes or No answer when it 
suited him to balk. 


It showed that the Star Chamber operator 
who. has browbeaten others would not be sworn 
until he had a lawyer on each side so that he 
could consult them as to certain answers. 

It showed his replies, like his points of order, 
often were irrelevant stump speeches. 

It showed him repetitious, ducking, dodging, 
doing anything he could to wait out the bell 
at the end of the round.

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Which ‘R’ Came First? 

The St. Louis school system answers a com- 
mon complaint in ordering doubled English in- 
struction for all ninth grade students next fall. 
The complaint is that high school students are 
not getting enough language training. 

In part this trend probably developed from 
contemporary stress on other subjects, especially 
“practical” subjects: But nothing is more practi- 
cal than language, or is used more often, unlass 
it is air or water. Language marked man’s ar- 
rival from the den of the animals. 

Good English is too often viewed as merely 
a polite art. Words are used for thinking. Psy- 
chologists know that an enlarged vocabulary 
helps an individual to think and to get along 
“practically” in the world. And rhetoric involves 
the use of words to express a thought. A sen- 
tence that winds from hither to yon is not just 
irrational English; it is irrational, period. 

In the little red schoolhouse there was no 
doubt as to which of the Three R’s came first. 
Language is still the tool used to teach every 
other subject. And long after the bell rings, no 
other tool is worked so hard.

A Real Railroad Man 


With Robert R. Young engaged in a well-pub- 
licized struggle for control of the New York 
Central, the death of Isaac Burton Tigrett might 
be overlooked in the: way of railroad news. It 
should not be. Mr. Tigrett built the newest of 
America’s big railroad systems—the Gulf, Mo- 
bile and Ohio—and did it without high-powered 
promotion. 

In 1912 Mr. Tigrett was head of a seedy 49- 
mile railroad with two locomotives at Jackson, 
Tenn. Eight years later, “because nobody else 
wanted the job,” he became president of the 
Gulf, Mobile & Northern, running between Jack- 
son and Mobile. | 

Within a few years he had consolidated this 
line with the old Mobile and Ohio and then 
stretched his “Rebel Route” to East St. Louis. 
And in 1947 the Chicago & Alton was brought 
into the system, running the road from the Gulf 
to Chicago and Kansas City. Thus the crack 
Rebeliner began running on the same rails as the 
Abraham Lincoln and Ann Rutledge. 

Mr. Tigrett did not do all this by magic. To 
meet truck competition and save costly small 
stops, he began using through freights with 
truck transshipments at major stations. In 1947 
the G.M.&O. was one of the first lines to be- 
come fully dieselized. Earlier it had eliminated 
its creaky passenger trains to concentrate on a 
few good streamliners, complete with hostesses. 

Im shorty Mr. Tigrett wrote a success story 
reminiscent of the Harrimans and Vanderbilts, 


but he did it in a day when that kind of railroad- 
ing was thought to be only an echo from a six- 
eight wheeler. The Gulf, Mobile and Ohio, of 
course, still does not go anywhere near Ohio, 
but it has gone a lot of places in 40 years. 
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Not for Hasty Decision 
Whatever the merits of a Southéast Asia de- 
fense pact on the order of NATO may be, this 
is certainly not a commitment to be entered by 
the back door without mature consideration. 
President Eisenhower's statement in defense of 


Secretary Dulles’s course at Gerieva, in which ™“. 


the President appealed for prompt negofiation 
of such a pact, should therefore be carefully 
studied. 

The President said Mr. Dulles’s proposal is 
not new, that it merely reaffirms principles fol- 
lowed by this nation since 1948. But if the prin- 
ciple of collective defense is not new, we would 
deceive ourselves if we failed to realize that 
Mr. Dulles’s proposal to extend our national 
“defense perimeter” to the mainland of Asia is 
very new indeed. , 

Heretofore we have been committed by vari- 
ous pacts to defend the island line which runs 
through Japan, Formosa, the Philippines, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. A “NATO for South- 
east Asia” would expand our commitments de- 
cidedly by extending the defense perimeter to 
include Indochina, Thailand and Malaya. — If 
the countries concerned were willing to join 
the pact, it might also include Burma, Indonesia 
and India. 

It may be argued that in guaranteeing to de- 
fend all these lands against aggression we would 
be undertaking no more than we are already 
committed to by the United Nations charter. 
If that is true, the question arises as to why 
then an additional Southeast Asia pact is needed. 
And if such a pact is needed, then we must ask 
whether we wish to invest troops and money in 
such an expanded commitment. Certainly that is 
not something to be done hastily as an incident 
to Mr. Dulles’s diplomatic maneuvers at Geneva. 

In Europe, NATO was preceded by the forma- 
tion of a collective European defense, which the 
United States then joined. In Southeast Asia, 
no such united military effort is under way and 
none seems probable. India, Pakistan, Ceylon, 
Burma and Indonesia, in their meetings last week 
at Colombo, did not send out any appeals for 
a Southeast Asia defense pact; instead they 
called for a cease-fire and full independence in 
Indochina, and for admission .of Communist 
China to the U.N. 

How effective would an Asian defense pact 
be if its source, inspiration and sinews came 
from outside Asia? How effective would it be 
against the principal Communist danger there, 
which is not a danger of external armed aggres- 
sion but one of internal Red-inspired revolt? 

Such are some of the questions to be an- 
swered before any long-term, general Asian 
commitments are undertaken. Heretofore Mr. 
Dulles’s proposal has been widely considered as 
a bluff which did not work. If he and the 
President mean :it as something more than a 
bluff, they should tell the country much more 
than they have as to why a NATO-type pact is 
desirable in Southeast Asia. 
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The Strike Is No Remedy 

Garbage is piling up in St. Louis as a po- 
tential health hazard. Rubbish is not being col- 
lected, streets are unswept and city park main- 
tenance has been suspended, Yet 850 striking 
municipal employes are demanding the resigna- 
tion of the Civil Service Commission which has 
already agreed to hear their wage case. 

How would the commission's resignation help 
matters? How would that restore public serv- 
ices or setfle the city wage problem, either one? 

Suppose the commission did resign. It would 
take a new commission weeks if not months to 
go over the same ground and to offer a new 
wage program. If the strikers want a pay in- 
crease soon, that is no way to get it. 

The demand for the commission’s resignation 
is just as impractical as the strike itself. A 
strike against the city has no real target but 
the public and offers no prospect for collective 
bargaining. 

By this time city officials and employes can 
agree that the pay issue has been mishandled 
all around, through months of delays, poor solu- 
tions and strikes. But the new pay program does 
give wage rises to some 4300 city employes. The 
issue now is a fair hearing for those 3200 who 
got no pay rises. 

This is-up to the Civil Service Commission. 
It alone can devise new wage schedules. And 
the commission has agreed to a hearing on the 
union request for amendments to the pay plan. 

That is fair procedure. It also happens to be 
the only procedure by which the city government 
can consider or initiate new wage rates. The 
strike is no part of such procedure and no 
service to anyone. 
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Gen. Dean on Americanism 

Maj. Gen. William F. Dean’s words to the 
American Legion executive committee were re- 
markable because they came from the Korean 
war hero, and because the Legion does not al- 
ways hear such words from anybody, including 
generals. 

Speaking in Indianapolis, the former prisoner 
of the Chinese Communists praised the Legion's 
Americanism program. But he also warned of 
booby traps in fighting Communism. One trap, 
he said, “is the hysteria which replaces the due 


process of law with ‘damnation by accusation,’ ” - 


Gen. Dean said nothing could be more 
American or deadly to our freedoms. 
Civilian leaders at least should be expected 
to defend civil liberties. The dedication of such 
military men as Gen. Dean to these same free- 
doms is a strong guarantee that they will endure.

The Cards Stacked at Geneva 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Mr. Dulles found himself in impossible situation at Geneva 
conference, commentator says; Congress would not back inter- 
vention in Indochina; public had been led into complacency 
and alliance needed for ‘united action’ had been neglected. 


From a Broadcast by Joseph C. Harsch on N.B.C.’s ‘Heart of the News” 


The present mood of the Congress {s 
overwhelmingly against any commit- 
ment of American troops to Indochina. 
The White House has determined this 
by informal survey. A Congress which 
has indulged in months past in a lot of 
bold talk would not produce today five 
votes for backing up that bold talk 
with physical action. 

These are the bare- bones of the 
Eisenhower Administration’s first real 
crisis in foreign affairs. They add up to 
a heavy price which 
myst be paid in 
some form for 
months of happy 
bemusement with 
slogans, illusions 
and wishful think- 
ing. A day of reck- 
oning has come, and 
it is not a happy 
one. 

To understand its 
shape and propor- 
tions and implica- 
tions look first at 
the background. In 
1953 the Eisenhow- 
er Administration 
‘took office, determined above all else 
to cut the budget and reduce taxes. The 
justification for this was at first not 
clear, but’ in March, Stalin died and 
Moscow plunged into the throes of a 
great internal convulsion. As the great 
drama of the Russian succession un- 
rolled Europe seemed to take on a form 
of stable appearance.

Capital in a Contented Mood 


At the same time our atomic experts 
were multiplying our own atomic weap- 
ons. A contented mood settled over 
Washington. The world seemed safer, 
and we stronger. 

As we moved into 1954 the leaders of 
the Eisenhower Administration -pro- 
ceeded to act in accordance with this 
picture of the world. The military 
budget was cut. Mr. Dulles announced 
a policy of “instant retaliation” which 
was supposed to give us security. 

During this time there were some 
few places where in Washington anxious 
glances were cast from time to time at 
Indochina. But the voices raised in 
warning were not given much heed. 

Also, the French had a plan in Indo- 
china; a thing called the Navarre plan 
and even when Dien Bien Phu was in- 
vested by a Communist army, the 
French said that was all right; that 
Dien Bien Phu had been built as a trap 
to ‘bring the elusive Communist guer- 
rillas to battle against the artillery of 
the French forces. 

As late as April 5, less than a month 
ago, Mr. Dulles was saying that “there 
is no reason to .question the inherent 
soundness of the Navarre plan.” 


But today those estimates of only a 
month ago sound like something out of 
the fairy tales of childhood. Look now 
at the actual military situation in Indo- 
china itself. Dien Bien Phu did not 
trap the Communist armies into a battle 
of French choosing. The trappers be- 
came the trapped. 


Boldness Leaves a Voice. 


The danger mounted from moderate 
to acute in the Red river delta which 
is to the French position in Indochina 
what our Pusan base is to us in Korea. 

All this was something which 
Washington has been saying cannot hap- 
pen. Four weeks ago Washington was 
talking boldly about action, about being 


ready to send our troops if that should 


become necessary to save Indochina. 
But within these last four weeks this

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dus vivendi to mean that we wanted a 
situation there that we would live with 
—like the one we have in Europe. 


The French had asked us for emer- 
gency help for Dien Bien Phu. We 
turned it down; partly because the sol- 
diers said it was probably too late to 
be of any use; partly because Congress 
had reacted violently against Mr. Nix- 
on’s talk of possibly having to send 
our troops; and partly because the Ge- 
neva conference was coming up and 
the British and the French thought we 
ought to see what the diplomats could 
do there before we resorted to guns. 


This is the background against which 
Mr. Dulles faced the Communist dele- 
gates at Geneva. Circumstances had 
combined to put him in an almost im- 
possible bargaining position. It is one 
thing to bargain from the strength of 
an alliance of great nations at one in 
their purpose; and from the strength 
of a people and a Congress at home 
committed at ll cost to a position 
which is to be held. 


‘In Our Days of Bemusement’ 


But in our days of bemusement we 
had allowed the alliance to languish, 
and Congress had been told that our 
atomic weapons were our sufficient de- 
fense; and the people had been teld 
that we possessed “the initiative.” 

Neither the alliance, nor the Con- 
gress, nor the people were ready to give 
Mr. Dulles at Geneva a position of 
strength from which he could talk 
straight to the Communists. The crisis 
had come up too suddenly; it was in 
too sharp contrast to the mood of pre- 
ceding months.

You can’t tell Congress and the peo- 
ple one month that we possess the initi- 
ative, and then turn around the next 
and ask them to“support a “crash” pro- 
gram to save Indochina. Nor can the 
alliance be neglected for a year, and 
then suddenly be expected to mobilize 
on 48 hours notice for a war in Indo- 
china. 

So the alternative is to hope that Ge- 
neva can produce a cease-fire and a 
compromise settlement which will give 
us a chance to mobilize our strength, 
our mood ard our alliance. 


When the Cards Are Stacked 


The crisis, therefore, is in Indochina, 
in Geneva, here in Washington and 
within the structure of the alliance. The 
initiative is no longer in our possession; 
the alliance is no longer tight and 
taut enough to meet a sudden crisis. 

The Administration is not in sufficient 
control of Congress to be able to call on 
it for emergency action. The public has 
been relaxed by too much talk of “‘in- 
stant retaliation” when “instant retalia- 
re is useless to meet a crisis of this 

nd. 

There is really only one thing Mr. 
Dulles can do. He can leave Geneva 
and come home and seek to rebuild the 
strength which is essential to a suc- 
cessful bargaining position in diplomacy. 
(Editor’s note: Mr. Dulles left Geneva 
four days after Mr. Harsch’s broadcast.) 
There is little point in trying to bar- 
gain when the cards are stacked as 
heavily against you as the Indoehina 
cards are stacked today.

Between Book Ends 
Hotel Behavior 


1 WAS A HOUSE DETECTIVE, by Dev Collans with 
Stewart Sterling. (E. P. Dutton & Co., inc., 220 
pgs., $3.) 

_A hotel being a kind of handy, verti- 
cal city that eventually attracts all the 
grafters, grifters, loverboys and psychos 
in the community, not to mention Great 
Big Kids who attend conventions from 
elsewhere, the life of a hotel security 
officer is hardly a monotonous one. 

Dev Collans, who served many years 
in an unidentified major New York .ho- ': 
tel (that’s not HIS real name, either) - 
fills in the reader with all the rackets 
and problems, the latter including a 
generous smattering of sex, faced by 
house detectives as they try to save a 
little profit for the operating company 
as well as keep legitimate guests happy. 

It is light reading and somewhat 
bright, although the account becomes 
repetitive after a few chapters. All 
dodges and swindles, it seems, are just 
variations of something that hag hap- 
pened before. That, of course, gives the 
smart house man an advantage in inter- 
cepting wrongdoers. 

Collans, who tells his story to writer 
Stewart Sterling, reveals that most ho- 
tel employes pay little attention to a 
quiet, reasonably well-behaved guest. - 
They don’t care what his occupation is, 
his marital status or whether he has 
amorous intentions. 

On the other hand, if there is some- 
thing offbeat in his appearance or be- 
havior the security officer will hear 
about it immediately and begin an in- 
vestigation. 


What he finds out, Collans relates, ig 
not the result of Sherlock-type deduc- 
tions or miraculous guesswork. When- 
ever he uncovers any of those criminals’ 
peculiar to hotels, the Bag Snatcher, the 
Comeback Kid, the Switch Over Racke- 
teers, the Corridor Creep or the Clip- 
per, or heads off a despondent Jumper, 
it is because his team—doorman, bell- 
hops, room clerk, phone clerk, valet, 
maids, floor patrols and room service 
waiters—probably picked up the scraps 
of information that brought the investi- 
gation to a successful conclusion.

HOSE of you who were for-

The program was presented 
by four leading St. Louis home 
economists who prepared dishes 
made from recipes requiring im- 
ported products. These were 
not exotic concoctions. In fact, 
uncomplicated recipes were 
chosen purposely in order to ac- 
cent the fact that we all use 
foods from far lands in our 
day-to-day cooking. 

Spices and seasonings from 
many parts of the world; olive 
oils from Spain, Italy, Portugal, 
Tunisia, Algeria or Greece; 
fruit from the Hawaiian Islands, 
the Philippines and the West 
Indies — all of us use such 
items regularly without giving 
thought to the wonders of mod- 
ern mefchandising methods 
which make it possible for us to 
enjoy these delicacies simply by 
asking for them at the nearest 
market. Food is indeed unre- 
stricted by geographical boun- 
daries.

UT if our favorite market of- 

Beers us foods from the far 


corners of the world, it also 
offers us many items grown on 
the home front, More and more 
of the homegrown vegetables 
are appearing each week. Most 
of the asparagus now’ in the 
markets was grown in the im- 
mediate vicinity. And inciden- 
tally, asparagus now is coming 
into its full season. Homegrown 
mustard and collard greens, 
kale and spinach are especially 
abundant. 

Take your choice of iceberg 
or leaf lettuce, then for an in- 
expensive salad add celery, cu- 
cumbers (which rate AA this 
week), homegrown green onions 
and radishes. All of these are 
currently budget buys. Toma- 
toes, however, are a bit too 
erratic for our taste both as to 
quality and price. 

Eggplant is especially plenti- 
ful, mushrooms have moderated 
a bit and squash from the south- 
ern states is iff good supply. 

For a real treat and a thrifty 
one, combine new potatoes from 
Alabama with California peas. 
Check corn-on-the-cob as a.good 
item; it also is showing up cello- 
wrapped and ready for the pot 
in six-inch shucked ears. 

Items which may cost a little 
more this week include broccoli, 
cauliflower, peppers and sweet 
potatoes. Although carrots are 
up just a smidgen, they are still 
an excellent buy.

UPPLIES are far from plenti- 
ful on California navel or- 
anges; however, some valen- 
cias which show good sugar con- 
tent have come to town. Florida 
oranges are reasonable, with the 
large sizes the best buy. Florida 
grapefruit, including the deli- 
cious. Indian river variety, con- 
tinues to have good flavor, juice 
content and high. maturity, al- 
though it is nearing the end of 
its season. Prices and supplies 
hold about steady on lemons, 
but limes have moderated a bit. 
Bananas are cheap and good, 
with regular supply and better 
quality. You have your choice 
of Winesap and Delicious apples, 
but there is a shortage of large 
Ones, so you will pay a high 
price for them. ‘Homegrown rhu- 
barb is very reasonable and of 
nice quality.

Combine one pound ground 
beef with one-fourth cup water, 
one teaspoon salt and one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper. Shape into 
four or five patties and pan-fry 
or broil until well browned. The 
last few minutes of the cooking 
time, top each patty with two 
strips of processed cheese, ar- 
ranged criss-cross. Continue 
cooking until cheese begins to 
melt. Garnish each with a slice 
of stuffed olive. 

For the other variety pictured, 
make these 

Hamburger Tuck-Ins. 

One pound ground beef. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Two teaspoons worcestershire 
sauce. 

Four tablespoons finely 
chopped onion. 

Mix ground beef with salt and 
pepper and shape into eight thin 
patties. Cambine worcestershire 
sauce and onion. On each of 
four patties place one table- 
spoon of chopped onion. Top 
with a second patty and pinch 
edges together well.

Here hamburger appears in a 
slightly different guise—as a pie 
topped with a mixture of cheese- 
flavored biscuit dough. This is 
a hearty oven dish. You might 
choose to serve it with cabbage 
waldorf salad and a green or 
yellow vegetable. 


Hamburger Pie With Cheese 
Biscuit Crust. 

One-half standard recipe bak- 
ing powder biscuit dough (one 
cup flour, etc.). 

One-half cup grated natural 
American Cheddar cheese. 

One-half teaspoon paprika. 

Two tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings or other fat. 

One pound ground beef. 

One large onion, minced. 

One-half cup diced celery. 

One tablespoon flour.

Prepare baking powder bis- 
cuit dough, adding cheese and 
paprika to dry ingredients. 
Chill dough while preparing the 
following meat mixture: Heat 
bacon drippingg’in a large skil- 
let; add beef, Onion and celery; 
cook until meat is no longer 
red, stirring with a fork so that 
meat is broken into small bits. 

Sprinkle flour over meat and 
vegetables; stir well. Add toma- 
to soup and wine; cook, stirring 
constantly, until mixture boils. 
Season with salt and pepper. 
Pour mixture into a greased 
two-quart casserole. 

Roll out biscuit dough into 
a circle large enough to fit 
over meat mixture; place circle 
on top of meat; cut slits to per- 
mit escape of steam. Bake in a 
hot oven (450 degrees) for 20 
minutes.

Just one word of warning: Do 
remember that ground beef is 
perishable and it is important 
that it be properly stored. If 
it is to be used the same day 
or the next, remove the wrap- 
ping .paper and rewrap the meat 
in waxed paper or aluminum 
foil with the ends left open to 
let in a little air. If the ground 
beef is to be kept for a week 
or so, wrap tightly in aluminum

Advice on Grilling Meats, Recipes for Sauce, and How to Barbecue Rabbit

OMES now the time of the 
C year when the outdoor cooks 

start dusting off the old grill 
and oiling up the spit in antici- 
pation of the outdoor cooking 
season. 


It is the time of the year 
when the amateur chef tries on 
his cap and apron for size and 
starts casting about for new 
ways to burn a steak and cre- 
mate a batch of ribs. 


Outdoor cooking has achieved 
the status of a way of life in 
recent'years,’and the first breath 
of spring seems to waft in the 
odor of burning hamburgers 
along with the jonquils and the. 
lilacs, and the aromatic odor of 
the barbecue pit is smelled 
throughout the land. 


* * 


ELL, here’s a recipe for a 

barbecue sauce for spareribs 

which is tried and true. The 
results are excellent. Heat 
three tablespoons of olive oil in 
a skillet and add a cup of 
chopped onion and a chopped 
clove of garlic and cook it until 
it’s tan, not brown. 


Then add half a cup of-cat- 
sup, two tablespoons of Worces- 
tershire sauce and a cup of vin- 
egar. Follow this with a table- 
spoon of dry mustard, two tea- 
spoons of salt and a tablespoon 
of brown sugar. Season it with 
a tablespoon of oregano and 
two teaspoons of chili powder. 
Let it simmer for 10 minutes. 


Your ribs should be cut in 
sections convenient to. handle. 
Cook them slowly and keep put- 
ting on that sauge and serve 
them up with a good green sal- 
ad, some garlic bread and cold 
beer and your guests will think 
you’re the greatest outdoor cook 


in the country. /

EXT to ribs, people think 

first of steak when they start 

cooking outdoors. And if all 
the steaks that have been ruined 
were laid end to end, it would 
be a lot of steak. Here’s a sort 
of chart which should be of help 
to outdoor cooks. A steak one 
inch thick should cook five min- 
utes for rare, six minutes for 
medium and eight minutes for 
well done.

If it’s an inch and a half thick, 
nine minutes for rare, 10 for 
medium and 15 for well done.

Don’t use a fork for turning 
your steaks. Get a pair of tongs. 
When you stick a fork in a 
steak the juices start oozing out. 

Some people like to douse 
their grilled steaks with all sorts 
of trick sauces, but if you like 
the flavor of steak better than 
sauce, do this: Mix together 
two tablespoons of lemon juice, 
a half a stick of melted butter 
and a tablespoon of chopped

ILE this isn’t strictly out- 
door cooking, it does come 
under the head of outdoor 

eating. I'm speaking of a bean 
casserole which goes wonder- 
fully avell with any barbecue. 
You can cook it inside and leave 
it in the warming oven until the 
ribs or steaks are ready. 

Soak a pound each of green 
lima and brown, kidney beans 
for a day or so. An hour or so 
,before you're ready to barbecue 
the meat, put these beans, along 
with a large cafi of Boston baked 
beans in a casserole and mix in 
several slices “of bacon cut into 
short pieces. Mix together a 
tablespoon of vinegar, the same 
of mustard, two tablespoons of 
brown sugar and a tablespoon of 
tomato sauce. Mix that in and 
let it bake, covered for half an 


hour in.a hot oven. Then re- 
duce the heat and let it bake 
slowly until the meat is done 
and you're ready to eat.

FRIEND of mine does a 
wonderful job with barbe- 
cued pork steaks. Get four 
shoulder steaks and barbecue 
them just as you would any 
other steak, only cook them a 
little longer. Pork must be well 
done. Soak them with your fa- 
vorite barbecue sauce as you go 
along, and you'll be surprised. 
The same thing can be done with 
thick pork chops, but be sure 
they’re done through, which is 
going to take quite a long time.

E’VE dealt with barbecued 
Wenicken in this column, but 
have you ever tried barbe- 
cued rabbit? This will depend, 
of course, on your reaction to. 
rabbit. If you like it, here’s how: 
Have your bed of charcoals 
down to glowing coals. Split 
two young rabbits into two 
halves lengthwise. Flatten them 
with a mallet to break the rib 
and leg bones. Brush them with 
olive oil. 
Then mix half-a cup of oil 
with a fourth of a cup of cider 
vinegar, a teaspoon of salt and 
a fourth of a teaspoon of pep- 
per. Blend it smoothly. When 
the coals are down as they 
should be put the rabbit halves 
on the grill, less than six inches 
from the heat. Baste them with 
the marinade every five min- 
utes. When they’re brown on 
one side, which will take about 
15 minutes, turn them on the 
other side for another 15 min- 
utes. i”

Facts on Drafts. 


UST in case you didn’t know, 
J a draft to be a draft must be 

two degrees lower than the 
room temperature and must 
travel at 50 feet a minute. If it 
can’t do this it just isn’t a draft. 
Anyway, drafts in and about the 
house can be pretty darn annoy- 
ing and they are also the reason 
for a lot of nasty colds. 


Most people today know that 
they can lick most drafts by 
using storm sashes and weather- 
stripping windows and doors. 


What they don’t know, how- 
ever; is that in a lot of cases 
it isn’t the window itself that is 
letting in the cold air, it’s the 
crack where the window frame 
joins the outside wall of the 
house. 


Needless to say, you can’t take 
care of these air leaks with 
weatherstripping or storm sashes 
because neither the storm sash 
nor weatherstripping gets near 
them, The best cure is caulking 
compound which can be worked 
into the seams from the outside 
and will seal them tightly. 

Another spot where drafts are 
likely to octur is at the base of 
walls. This usually is found in 
old homes where the side walls 
are not insulated. Cold air gets 
into the wall cavity and even- 
tually pops out around the base- 
boards. 


Applying molding .or even 
weatherstripping to these seams 
will help. If you can get to the 
top of the wall cavity from the 
attic and the bottom of it from 
the basement you can often seal 
it up so that there is not too 
much air movement. This helps 
to remove the drafts and also 
reduces the heat loss through 
the wall. Just use wads of insu- 
lation to seal up the wall cavity 
openings.

‘Low-Overhead’ Theater Idea Pays Off 


Norris Houghton, Formerly at Muny Opera, Turned Off-Broadway Formula Into Big Success

NEW YORK, May 6. 


HEN Norris Houghton was 
W cestening scenery for the 

St. Louis Municipal Opera 
back in 1939 and 1940 he was 
even then known as a young 
man with a hat full to overflow- 
ing with original ideas. Today 
one of his ideas, the unusual 
off-Broadway Phoenix Theater 
at Second avenue and Twelfth 
street in Manhattan, is the live- 
liest topic of conversation in 
New York theatrical circlés. 

In its first four months, the 
Phoenix, which schedules a new 
play every six weeks, has had 
three hits. First came a produc- 
tion of Sidney Howard’s ‘“‘Mad- 
am, Will You Walk?” then a re- 
vival of Shakespeare’s ‘“‘Corio- 
lanus.” The third production, a 
musical comedy called. “The 
Golden Apple,” written by John 
Latouche with music composed 
by Jerome Moross, topped the 
first two successes and walked 
off with the Critics Circle cita- 
tion as the season’s best musical. 
It was promptly moved uptown 
and is now sparkling at the Al- 
vin Theater as a full-blown 
Broadway production. 

Houghton scouts the idea that 
the Phoenix is intended as an 
incubator in which a lot of fu- 
ture Main Stem hits may be 
hatched. 

“The Phoenix is not a means 
to an end, but an end in itself,” 
he said. “It’s not a showcase 
for new talent either. It’s a 
theater where proven actors can 
find an opportunity to either 
have the fun of creating some 
new role or playing some part 
they’ve always loved. It’s a 
theater where proven people, 
actors, playwrights, directors, 
designers, can do plays they 
couldn’t do on Broadway.” 

Houghton had the idea for 
just such a theater as the Phoe- 
nix for some time before he got 
down to the brass tacks of 
tackling its organization. As a 
Broadway director, he found 
himself increasingly concerned 
with what he calls “the terrible 
costs of Broadway productions.” 
And when “Billy Budd,” a fine 
play he directed fizzled out try- 
ing to make the financial grade, 
he decided the time had come to 
try to set up a theater out of 
the Times Square high-rent dis- 
trict, a theater operated on a 
“formula that sounded like it 
ought to make economic sense.” 

a 
OUGHTON talked over his 
H idea for an off-Broadway 
theater that would present 
shows of Broadway caliber at 
less-than-Broadway prices with 

a young producer, T. Edward 
Hambleton, who shared Hough- 
ton’s distress over Broadway 
production costs. The two young 
men decided to team up to found 
the Phoenix. 

For six months Houghton and 
,Hambleton searched for a suit- 
able theater. Finally they found 


one a couple of miles below ~ 


Times Square that had been op- 
erating as a movie house for the

past 10 years. Built originally 
for the famous actor Maurice 
Schwartz in 1927, it had been 
for years the New Jewish Folk 
Theater before becoming a 
neighborhood film house. 

Then Houghton and Hamble- 
ton presented their plan for 
plays that could pay off in six 
weeks at a $3 top to a fact- 
finding committee of the the- 
atrical unions, Every union 
made concessions, The Phoenix 
was allowed to operate with 
only a seven-man stagehand 
crew and weekly salaries ranged 
from $55 to only $100 for star 
performers. 

When word got around that 
the Phoenix was under way, 
Houghton and Hambleton had 
no trouble raising money. 
Broadway names like Rodgers 
and Hammerstein, Lindsay and 
Crouse, Elia Kazan, Jo Meil- 
zinger, Peggy Wood and Bill 
Inge, made contributions. And 
last Dec. 1, the Phoenix got off 
to a rousing start. 

Although New York news- 
papers were shut down by the 


‘photoengravers’ strike, the first 


production “Madam, Will You 
Walk?” bloomed without bene- 


outlay of only $15,000 the play 
in which Broadway’s Hume 
Cronyn and Jessica Tandy dis- 
ported themselves for $100 a 
week apiece, gave the Phoenix 
its first hit. Next Robert Ryan 
came on from Hollywood for 
$100 a week to do the seldom- 
seen “Coriolanus.” Again for 
only $15,000 the Phoenix had a 
terrific six-weeks run. Then came 
the more ambitious “Golden 
Apple,” a sort of modernized 
mixture of Homeric legends in 
which Ulysses and a lot of old 
Greek characters plus some 
handy new ones become apple 
farmers in the state of Washing- 
ton in the early 1900s. “Golden 
Apple” Gost $65,000 to produce 
at the Phoenix, as against an 
estimated $300,000 had it been 
produced originally on Broad- 
way.

N the day that “Golden Ap- 
(0 ple” finished its six-weeks 

run at the Phoenix and 
moved to the bright lights of 
Broadway, Houghton was calmly 
preparing to start rehearsals for 
the fourth and last production of 


Screen star Montgomery Clift 
jumped at the chance to have a 
crack at the role of Constantin, 
the unhappy poet, in Chekhov's 
“The Sea Gull.” ; 

If “The Sea Gull” lives up to 
the drawing power of the other 
three productions, and Houghton 
is sure it will, the Phoenix will 
have had an amazing season. 

“We've shown a profit each 
week, except one, since opening 
and then we dropped a mere 
$300," Houghton says. “Thea- 
ter goers who haven't been as 
far south as Twelfth street in 
all their’ life are coming down 
to see what we're doing.” 

Houghton calls himself a jack 
of all theatrical trades. He has, 
in fact, done everything in the 
theater except act. Born in In- 
dianapolis, he put on puppet 
shows as a youngster, worked 
in all theatrical activities while 
he attended Princeton, and put 
in some time as a stage manager 
in New York before applying 
for and receiving a Guggenheim 
scholarship which took him to 
Russia for a six-months study of 
the Russian Theater and resulted 
in the book “Moscow Rehear-

HE war over, Houghton be- 
T came associate editor of Phe- 

atre Arts Magazine, quit to 
go to England where, he thinks. 
he has been the only American 
ever to direct a production of 
“Macbeth.” Back in the United 
States he directed “Clutterbuck” 
on Broadway and co-produced 
and directed “Billy Budd,” which 
was a financial fizzle despite tre- 
mendous critical acclaim. In 
1951 he directed Olivia de Havil- 
land in “Candida” which opened 
in St. Louis. 


From the time “Billy Budd” 
failed to the tune of $100,000 
after running some four months, 
Houghton thought more and 
more of his plan for an off- 
Broadway theater. Searching for 
what he calls “the way to pro- 
duce good things so they won't 
cost thousands of other people’s” 
money,” Houghton gradually 
worked out all the details for 
what is now the Phoenix op- 
eration. 

“We can get big names be- 
cause they don’t have to sign 
a run of the play contract,” he 
explains. “A big Hollywood star, 
say, would hesitate to risk miss- 
ing a picture for which he 
might get $150,000 to sign up 
for a Broadway play which 
might run a couple of months 
and then flop. With us he signs 
for six weeks. While he only 
gets $100 a week he also gets 
the excitement and fun of 
creating a part he likes.” 


Houghton is happy these days 
over seeing his dream come 
through. He and Hambleton are 
already planning next season’s 
schedule, but this summer he'll 
take a well-deserved vacation 
on his Vermont farm. Unmar- 
ried, he lives in New York in 
a pleasantly cluttered apartment 
in. the East Sixties and boasts 
that he is something of a cook. 


“I'm no good on simple 
dishes,” he laughs. “I make a 
production out of everything I 
cook. I do a terrific Beef Strog- 
anoff and you've never tasted 
anything until you taste my pot 
roast with olives and lemon 
slices’ and red wine.”

FTER a somewhat hectic

we are very greatly indebted 
to them for the facilities they 
put at our disposal. 

At lunch, after both Mr. 
Eichelberger and I spoke 
briefly, a short question pe- 
riod was held. Then the after- 
noon meeting began. 

At this meeting there were 
no speeches. We spent the 
entire time in discussion and 
in answering questions as to 
the best way of organizing to 
overcome the particular diffi- 
culties in the state of Illinois. 
A state organization always

We face a most difficult 

? situation in Indochina, but 
bringing the question to the 
United Nations is, I think, a 
very wise suggestion, and un- 
der the circumstarices prob- 
ably the only suggestion that 
will bring unity in Asia. And 
although we may not like the 
point of view of many of the 
Asian nations, we must face 
the fact that those nations 
are interested in independence 
just as we are, and it may 
well be that the ultimate 
throwing over of Soviet in- 
fluence may depend on the 
people of Asia themselves. 
One must hope that this move 
may be fruitful of some solu- 
tion in the near future.
